While this was going on, 'the fresh meat gave out. 


The Albatross lay off Cerrois Island at the' time. 
Against'the sun's disk at twilight could be seen the 
flocks of wild goats with which the Island abounds. 
The crew went ashore and stealthily stalked the 
flocks. 
After two days' fusillade, during which 


several hundred rounds of Government ammunition 
were fired/the party returned with fifty goats. With 
visions of goat stew, goat croquettes, goat a la bon- 
bon and goat at random, the crew waited patiently 
while the Chinese cook aboard fought It out down 
below decks.

GREW ^OBJECTS. 


When the first 'dish of goat appeared on the 


windward side, the 
crew struck en masse and, 


violating all sea ethics, went up on the bridge and 
wept on the commanding officer's shoulder.

HE rapid and unprecedented increase in the cost of living, said to be duo chiefly to the 
war in Europe, with its radical disturbance of economic conditions, is arousing the atten- 
tion of every government in the world. In most countries drastic legislation is being en- 
forced to regulate and control the cost of tho necessities of life, and thus prevent advan- 
tage being taken by speculators .to pile up wealth at tho,^expense of tho wants of tha 
people.

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While these undesirable conditions have not yet been so severely felt in tho United States ag In 


Europe, the trend of prices'has .been constantly upward, and the attention of every thoughtful person 
Is. directed towards remedying this state of affairs. 
One of the best means for accomplishing this re- 


sult presents itself to the utilization of the "harvest of tho sea," that source of wholesome and nutritious 
food whose value and importance is only of recent years beginning to be realized. 


It is impossible to give reliable statistics regarding the value of the earlier fisheries'of the world, as, 


for the most port, the operations of fishing havo heen comparable with thoso of- primitive? hunting-, 
r*4!ss? than with the more regulated and progressive agriculture. And even today, except in the cose 
•C tfle more advanced nations, there la no means o£ estimating the value of the products of the sea. 
Until very recent years there haa been no attempt to supervise or assist the fisherman. Ho has pur- 
sued his avocation In a haphazard way, capturing by spears, nets and hooks ouch aquatic animals as 
came within the scope of his powers.

The increasing pressure on every source of food, 


and the gradual Improvement in tho catching power 
of tho methods employed, hfts compelled tho adop1- 
tlon of some, means of regulation and the dissemi- 
nation of information that will aid In increasing tho 
volume of fishery products. 


It la to tfl« United'States,, however, that "Wft muni 


turn for tho most systematic and, best concerted 
efforts for tho promotion of .the 'fishing Industry. 
In tho formation, In 1871, oC tho United Statps 
Fish Commission, which, In 1304, becama-tho United 
States Bureau of Fisheries, with enlarged powers, 
'thl» country took tho lead in such matters,: and 


•began a worlc that,.has been of'lminenso value to 
the country and a source of emulation and encour- 
agement to other nations.

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STATE CXXNTROD. * 


While the administration''of the fisheries of tho 


separate States Is under the control of those States, 
through their several fish and game- commissions, 
the Bureau of Fisheries carries on a Vast amount 
of, scientific fishery investigation, Issues admirable 
statistical and biological bulletins and reports, arid 
conducts on a very large scale work In the propaga- 
tion of tho various food fishes, .which has had a 
marked effect upon tho replenishment of 'the-flshing 
grounds by artificial means.

In this way.the -Bureau of Fisheries has done a 


work of-very great importance, not only In'-enlarging 
the supply of valuable fish food, but In creating a 
demand which Is only partially met/ notwithstand- 
ing tljo fact that each year sees a rapid increase In 
the fishing facilities. 


PACIFIC flOAST IXDTJSTRy GROWS, 


Upon tho Pacific Coast there are being developed 


some of tho most Important fisheries In the world. 
Recognizing this fact, tho^Unlted States Bureau of 
Fisheries has. been' devoting a large part of its 
energy to tho encouragement and promotion of these 
fisheries. 
For this purpose It haa commissioned' Its 


largest and best equipped vessel, tho United States 
Fisheries .steamer Albatross, to research work on 
this coast. 


• This Is a vessel of 174 tons, built for tho purpose 


of scientific research, In 1882, and after much eco- 
nomic and biological work- on tho Atlantic Coast, waa 
transferred to tho Pacific in 1887. Under tho direc- 
tion of the lato distinguished sciential, Alexander 
AgassU, extensive deep-sea explorations wcro con- 
ducted off the west coasts oC Mexico and Central 
America, ,aa well as in the vicinity pE the Galapagos 


Later an extensive cruise was mado; In tho tropical 


Paclrte, Including a visit to Japan, KamcK<!-tka and 
the Aleutian Islands, during which our;Ichowledgo 
of deep-sea conditions and forma of life was greatly 
enlarged.

o Albatross made tho surveys which made pos- 


slbl^T the laying of a submarine cable between the 
United States arid tho Hawaiian Islands. 
In tho

During a number of years, from 18S8 onward, 


work In Alaskan waters was carried on, work which 
has been of inestimable value, as Is shown in tho 
resulting vast, development oC the salmon, cod and 
other fisheries In those regions. 


ALBATROSS CRUISES FAR. 


In 1.904 a- biological survey was mado of the wa- 


ters off the coast of southern California, in co-opera- 
tion with tho University of California and tho Stan- 
ford University, most of this work being done In the 
vicinity of San Diego. 


In 1907 the Albatross sailed on a cruise of Investi- 


gation of the Philippine Islands, which occupied 
about two yours and resulted In a great increase 
of our knowledge o£ tho economic possibilities of 
those Islands. During 1912-13, a biological survey 
was niado of San Francisco Bay. In 1914-15, halibut 
Investigations were carried on off tho coasts of 
Washington and Oregon, with results that added 
thousands of square miles to tho known halibut 
banks; which were Immediately visited by many 
Puget Sound and other flshinp craft, with very 
valuable pecuniary results. 


During: 1916 the Albatross wns engaged in tuna 


Investigations, with headquarters In San Diego Bay. 
Headquarters are now In. Oakland. Tho rapid. In- 
crease of tho tuna Industry, and tho lack of Infor- 
mation concerning tho habits of that fish, has mado 
necessary tho extensive study which has boon un- 
dertaken by tho Albatross. 


In 1911 there was but a slngrlo cannery packing 


tuna, while during the-past Reason eighteen havo 
boon In operation. In 191C, tho fifteen fishing boats 
which comprised tho tuna fleet In 1911, was In- 
creased to '100, yet practically nothing was known 
of tho migrations of the fiah, the food, or Its spawn- 
Ing grounds. 


Tho tuii*, which., slvca aouthern California, tho 


great packing Industry, ..is known? to tho names 
"long-finned1' tuna,/the .albacoro, tho Japanese alba.*., 
core, and others. It is shaped like,a torpedo,. and 
tho long fins on oach.slda of tho .body are peculiar 
to this species. 
Possessing a llghtnlivgrliko speed, 


and groat strength, they can oscapo from practtcallj 
all methods of capture except the simple hook and • 
lino. They seem to bo rather sluggish In cold watei 
(less than GO degrees Fahrenheit), seldom taking 
a hook, and remaining below tho surface In th.4 
coolor temperatures. 


TUNA MUCH-SOUGHT FISH. 
: 


Tho long-finnod tuna are found in schools, coming 


to tho surface to food upon sardines, anchovies; 
smelt and other small fish. 
A school of :tuna:ihav«" 


been observed to surround, or corral, a school ol 
sardines, and, swimming in a circle, to gradually) 
devour tho smaji fish without allowing thorn ta 
scatter and oscapo, Tho tuna is a voracious foederi 
eating many of tho smaller species of fish, squld(. 
octopus and other mollusks, shrimps, amphipotJs, 
echlzopods and other Crustacea. To locate a school 
of tuna tho fishermen uso a bone "jigr," or spoon, 
after which llvo sardines and anohoviea are the 
principal lure. 


Tuna can bo caught In most years during tha 


months of Juno to November, Inclusive. 
At othet 


times tho season does not start until lato In July. 
They occur In a strip of water extending from Poinl 
Conception, on tho north, to Cedros Island, Mexico, 
and out to sea for a distance of approximately on« 
hundred miles. 


In working out tho migrations and rato of growth 


of tho tuna tho investigators of tho fisheries steamt; 
Albatross havo captured numbers ot fish, and aftou 
weighing, measuring and tagging them, havo rn- 
turned them to the sua, allvo. 
These tags aro cir- 


cular In shapo, with tho initials "B. F.," and a num- 


• ber on thorn. It Is hoped that somo of these tagged 


fish will bo recaptured and tho number of tho tag, 
tho weight and length (ond of snout to end of tail), 
and location, of capture, bo reported to the steaxaci 
Albatross, or .one of tho canneries.

Many fishermen fear that eultWg **• k«*p will 


destroy Protection to many young fish, which. *r« 
accustomed to llvo in the beds. As the harvester* 
cut the kelp only about four feet below the surface1, 
there seems reason to doubt whether this appre- 
hension Is founded in fact. -The kelp Has at an 
angle In the water, so that, after the harvester 
passes, a change of tha current will generally bring 
th» ends of tha stalks again to the surface, -Further- 
more, there is a tidal ranga of over four f«*t, and 
hence the kelp out at high tide will com* to th» 
surface at low tide. 
; 


' It haa been proved that dense masses of kelp •«« 
more'readily washed out during atorma, than when 
it growa more thinly. The outline of th« Cena«r 
kelp may, consequently prove a benefit, by pr«v»nt- 
1ns much of the kelp deatructlon caused vby the> 
storma, while around the edge of the beds la much 
scattering kelp, which cannot be cut profitably. On

'good and bad wild animals have been 
many and varied. ,Ulterally, there. Is 
'no such :creaturo a» a "good" "-wild .anl-"___

jn'al; ,lt'-ls merely a figure of speech, 


used by members of the profession. 
"We know a 


good animal by his genial characteristics and hi? 
recognition of man aa his master.. He"is. ono with 
whom we ordinarily havo very little trouble, but at 
the same time cannot allow" one to think that .wo 
belleya him good. . It is In the nature of any wild 
beast to be treacherous, and that, trait ,is liable to 
break out. at any time, more often when It Is .not 
cxpec.tefl.

It. ia the bad animal that providea^.the most.in- 


terestirjE part, of a trainer's career. 
I sometimes 


think-they are to.be credited with causing- the 
traineV to fall under the spell which fascinates every 
person who ever entered the arena. "When I ponder 
over times gone by, it is not the good animals which 
fill my thoughts, but the bad ones. They supplied 
the necessary excitement to leave an Impression. 


As-I recount my experiences with bad . animals, 


one of the" first which invariably comes to my mind 
is the tiger,' Rajah. 
Rajah was, undoubtedly, one 


of the most vicious beasts ever In captivity. I owned- 
him a very1 short time, but during that period he 
Idlled/his man and mada things so Interesting that I 
-waa happy to be rid of him. Tho roason he comes 
uppermost in my mind is not so much of tha affairs 
between the. animal and myself as one between him 
and* another trainer. Curly Nelson was the trainer's 
name, ' and .a moro popular man or courageous 
trainer, never lived. He was hew in the profession; 
but was not afraid of any animal that ever trod 
the face of the earth. Very often, as I look back 
into niy earlier days, . I picture Curly as he ..was 
'mutilated almost beyoncT recognition, but still with 
his characteristic smile circling .his lips. 
Nobody 


ever knew just how Curly met his untimely death, 
except that,he was killed by Rajah in a den. 


° 
As I have related, I had owned Rajah but a short 


time. I bought, him a circus because he was one 
of the finest specimens of tiger I .Had ever seen. 
When purchasing an animal, it is not customary for 
the seller to furnish the animal's pedigree, and the 
buyer is usually careful until he becomes'acquainted 
with the new beast. Wo assume that there must be 
a reason for disposing of a.good specimen of animal 
flesh, and the natural conclusion is that if he is in 
good health, ho ia unruly. In those days there were 
roving bands who bought, sold and exchanged wild 
animals as well as horses, except the animal traders 
confined their efforts to circuses and side shows.. 


A few weeka after purchasing Rajah, I^atartod to 


b*«ak him Into an act, and it was one of the most 


difficult, tasks I have ever, undertaken. 
I'tried to 


teach him,:to Jump upon the elephant's back. His 
attitude during,this trainttiK convinced me that he 
was a bad :anlmai,v;andi warned everyone with the 
show to beware of htm'." 'It was following this warn- 
ing that Curly ^riet his death. That furnished one t 
of the most: baffling- threads in the mystery. , 


As near :as we were,'abie to pick up the story, it 


was a mistake in cages which Curly made. The,ac- 
cident happened -while a. performance was going on. 
Curly went .down the passageway to clean out the 
cage while the act was on. 'Within a. few minutes 
after he started on. his mission there wero beard 
those terrifying sounds which predicate a severe 
battle between man and beast. 
Shots wero heard, 


screams for help penetrated- the enclosure, while 
the snarling and thrashing of tho animal bespoke 
volumes of the most unpleasant reading. "We rushed 
to the assistance of the unfortunate Curly, but were 
too late. When we reached the cage he was pro- 
trate upon the floor, an unrecognizable mass of hu- 
man flesh, while the bloodthirsty 'wild beast etood 
over him tearing him In bits with teeth and claws. 
It took several bullets to drive off the animal; and 
when we reached Curly he opened his eyes and, with 
his gentle nature intended for a smile, said:- 


"Well, he was too much for me," then gasped his 


last. He died in our arms. 


It was apparent that in selecting the cage which 


was to be cleaned, Curly had picked the wrongr one, 
and upon opening Rajah's cage, he had been set 
upon, and, before he had an opportunity to defend 
himself, had been borne to the floor and defeated in 
the battle for his life.

'THE QtTAGGA. 


Two, 
weeks after,tho killing ot Curly,' Rajah fig- ' 


uredin'another affair, which, while not as serious- 
as the;,first, provided a lively time. It happened ;in 
Indianapolis, the samo city in which Curly Nelson 
waa killed. With the show we had an animal known 
as a. quagsa. The quagga is not a ferocious beast, 
'but when he fights.his heels are capable of inflicting 
"considerable damage. 


One day, Just-prior to the beginning of our per- 


'formance, Rajah, in some manner, escaped from his 
cago into tho;passageway. Tho quajjga was allowed 
the run of that particular part of the arena, when 
the other animals were locked "in Ihe'lr cages; con- 
sequently, ( he was rather; a surprised animal v/hon 


i 4ie encountered the tiger in .the narrow flpace. Tho 
. • $un.gga immediately ralsofl upon his hind quarters 


and, 
turning in tho passageway, bout a hasty retreat 


toward the large exhibition cage, with-tho tiger close 
upon his heels. I happened to bo in the safety cage 
at "the end ot the passageway In company with a 
mechanic, who was making some repairs,, nnd tho 
young daughter of one of tho officials of tho ,show. 


A* soon as sounds of tho rumpus reached my 


ears I surmised what had happened, and quickly 
pushed my' two companions to safety. ' No sooner 
had the door on the opposite side of the safety cage • 
closed.than the qimggo hove In sight-with Rajah in 
hot pursuit. The safety cage, where I met the-.ani-'-; 
mals, was about four feet square, and, in. passing 
me, the tiger was so determined to catch the.quagga 
that ho leaped past me without a moment's hesita- 
tion. 


They rushed into the ' exhibition cage, which'the 


quagga, began to circle, hampered slightly by the fre- 
quent clawing he'was receiving from the tiger in 
his mad leaps. 
In entered the cage as quickly a.3 


possible, with a view to Intercepting the tiger. The., 
quagga fastened his eyes upon me with an appeal- 
Ing expression, and camo straight toward me. Ho 
dodged.to-one side as he reached me, and with a 
shield, which I had snatched, I parleyed Rajah and, 
as he Jumped away from me, the quagga, which had 
recovered his equilibrium, let'fly both hind feet, and't 
knocked Rajah senseless. - '

" W e finally managed to get the tiger to hla cage, 
where we treated his wounds with a syringe spray 
through tho bara and brought him. back-to.health. 
I never attempted to work: tho tiger after that, and 
it was not long before ho caught cold and died. 


AN trjaiTTIiY MOX.' 


With the p_osslblo exception of Denver and Balti- 


more, two bad lions which I mentioned In a previous 
story, I believe tha most unruly lion J. ever at- 
tempted to train, was a flno specimen of foreat-bred 
South African beast "named Emgerpr. 
Ho derived 


his name through his ability to rule, -by brute 
strength; all animals with which he camo in contact. 
I had engaged In several battles -with Emperor, but 
there wero never serious consequences, excepjt once • 
in.DViamland, Coney Island; when,--In trying to pro- 
tect him from a group of five lions, he set upon mo 
and Inflicted injuries which Incapacitated mo for n. 
few -weeks. . 


Upon one occasion when, he attacked me my es- 


cape was .almost miraculous. It was while wo wero 
;ab6ard a ship bound for Europe. It was my custom 
In traveling on board ship with t.he animals to build 
an enclosgtirc where they could exercise each day, and 
in this particular enclosure I hatl very littles apace. 
When the construction wans completed I discovered 
that for somo unknown reason there had been a 
Hhlftlng tlen left within it. 
The Hhiftlng den IB a 


cngo on wheels, which wo use for transferring nnl- 
mals'from one cage to another. There was no rea- 
son for having ono in tho cnclonuro, and to this'day 
I havo never been able to explain its pi-csoncc thero. 
However, It wan the means of saving- my life, HO I 
nm thankful somebody made a mistake and left It In 
tlio cnclomire. 


In traveling, nt times, tho animals would appear to 


become lar.v and not desirous of exorcise, but to pro- 


tect their health they were often forced to walk 
around the enclosure. Emperor and Rex, another 
forest-brea South African lion, wero two that re-; 
quired a little prompting In their exercise, and .that 
waa what took me into tho enclosure on that par- 
ticular day, when the displeased Emperor, tried to 


end 
my existence. 
,.

I entered the enclosure armed with nothing but ft 


small stick, and with very little effort persuaded Rex 
to take his dally exercise, but, "when I started after 
Emperor, who was in the enclosure, 'with Rox, in- 
stead of responding to my -wlahes, ho'-met my ap- 
proach with stiffened tall." I know that meant 
something was -going to start, and that Emperor 
would be tho starter. However,, I did ivot wait to 
convince him that my. purpose waa for hla benefit, 
but, instead, leaped at about the sumo tlmo ho did. 
Ho charged, and as he landed in the tracks where 
a few secoh'dn p'revioiisly I had stood, I landed on tho 
top of the shifting den. For tho time being it seemed 
to mo that my position,'upon tho top of the tlon and 
backed against -the sido of tho enclosure, was not 
ono of safety, and Just then every second counted. 
Soon as he recovered from,111s first lunge Emperor 
camo after me again. Tho door was fastened on 
tho inside, so nobody could come to my rescue, and 
all that stood between myself and death, apparently, 
wag the, small stick I carried. As fast ns tho lion 
leaped for a position upon tho top of tho den I 
would push him off with tho stick. At each leap ho 
would grasp the stick and bito off a portion of it, 
so it waa becoming very short. 


I thought I was deserted by my companions, not 


seeing any of them during the combat, and had juat 
begun to. think I had done my last animal training, 
when-.suddenly I waa seized by my coat collar and 
.dragged backward through an opening in the en- 
closure and to safety. I had been so busy In wnnl« 
.ing off the attacks of Emperor that I had not seen 
,Uto. attendants .and other trainers remove a section 
.o£ the enclosui-o, through which they dragged me. 
.1 could nover understand hpw they succeeded In re- 
moving the section, it was built so securely, but it 
must habo required superhuman efforts to accomp- 
lish it'ln the short space of time within which thoy 
-had to work.

. During an .engagement in Richmond, Va., I'J»*d

a memorable encounter with Sly, when luck, more 
than anything else,'saved my life. The trouble be- 
gan by a fight, ' •w'h'tch* was started between Sly and 
two other lions la tho passageway. 
^ 


To fully realize "what a .fight in a passageway 


mcana, ono must become somewhat acquainted with 
tho slzo of it. It Ia a passage^ In the rear of the 
cages, two and ono-hnlf feet wide, and with a turn 
of an anglo about sovonty-tlvo degrees every eight 
feet. It is arranged so a view'of more than eight 
feet Is impossible. 
When three full-grown lions 


become ongosod In bnttlo in such a, small space It 
ia easily imagined that tho results are liable to be 
very disastrous. 


On tho day in question, in. driving the lions to 


their cages, tho fight started. Tha animals ran ao 
fast down tho passage that it was impossible for me 
to Judge tholr exact location, but from the sounds 
which emanated from tho distance I knew some- 
thing must be done very quickly, or we might have 
throo dead animals on our hands. In my anxiety to 
reach them I was not so cautious as usual, and be- 
fore I scaarccly realized my location, I found myself 
within a foot of tho raging beasts and entirely un- 
protected. Sly saw me at about the same time I aaw 
him, and he abandoned hla fight with the other ani- 
mals and started in pursuit of mo. Within a. few 
feet I came to an empty cage, into which I rushed, 
and summoned a.11 possible strength In an effort to 
hold the door tight. I called to tho attendants out- 
sido tho cage to get a scraper. A scraper, as you 
all arc probably aware Is a "T" shaped Iron, with 
tho "T" about ten inches long, and with a longr 
handle to which it Is welded. The attendants suc- 
ceeded in forcing the scraper under the door, and 
it took five of them to hold the door shut, so groat 
was tho strength of tho lion. It was Impossible for 
them to hold tho door tight at tho top, and it was 
nt that point the lion oxerted his efforts. He grasped 
it with hla claws and teeth, and finally pulled tne 
battens off tho door. 
, : 


However, tho door withstood his strength, and 


after holding me, like a rat \\\ a trap for several 
minutes, he relinquished his grip \ipon tho dppr and 
rotvirned to tho two lions with whom ho had bean 
fighting. 
Tho attendants secured 
firearms, 
and 


camo In tho pasaagtnvay, where, after considerable 
maneuvering, thoy succeeded in driving tho animals 
to their various cages. They worn a bort'v batt«f«il 
lot. but tholr Injuries were not sorion* 
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PORT clothes to right of-us and sport, 


accessories; to left of us. It indicates 
that there is about to dawn a violently 
picturesque era of real and imitation 
outdoor life.

HIS ingenuity exercised by the natives 


of Alaska in the endeavor to, become 
intoxicated is described by the Medical 
IJecord special correspondent there. He 
writes from St. Michael under-; date. of. 
August 24. The favorite methods seem 


lo lie by the "sourdougli," or xhe flavoring extract 
routes, although the government has put its ban on 
both as beverages. 
According to the writer, Alaska 


must import a greater quantity and variety of flavor- 
ing extracts, which contain about SO per cent, of 
alcohol, in proportion to .population than any otljer 
country in the world. 
J le writes: 


"It is probably not known how long tho human 


race has been addicted to alcoholism, but tho llrt-t 
paper on the subject was written in 1789 by John 
Coakley I^cttsom, one of the Original founders of 
the Medical Kocfety of London. 


"With tho advancement of science ninny new in- 


toxicating beverages have come Into use. 
Many 


other liquids containing from a fraction of 1 per 
cent to 
TiO per cent or more of alcohol nre used as 


intoxicating beverages, although they are not put 
on the market for that purpose.

It is sometimes drunk straight, and 


at times mixed with eider, grape, Jiflce, milk, 'sour- 
dough,' root beer or hot water.

"Most of these extracts contain about SO per 


eenl alcohol, and their consumption in Alaska as a 
beverage has become so great that it is now a viola- 
tion of ihe law to sell them to a native or to any 
one for drinking; inirpones.

toxicating liquor, while hootchinoo is more properly 
distilled sourdough. 
Sourdough is made by mixing 


a. very thin dough oC flour and water, adding yeast, 
and sotting aside to ferment.

facilitated by placing the vessel in warm water or 
in a. warm place.

"Although it requires some . apparatus to 


hootchinoo—the distilled sourdough—it is remark- 
able what simple apparatus may bo used for this 
distilling purpose." A comon home-made still is im- 
provised by taking two coal oil cans and connecting 
them with a pipe. The pipe enters one vand passes 
through the othor. 


"Th'e sourdough is boiled in the former and con- 


densed by ice In the latter, the hootchinoo dropping 
out of tho end of the pipe as a. colorless alcoholic 
liquid. 
In the absence of a pipe gun, barrels have 


been used for this purpose, and it is believed that 
there arc many houses in Alaska which have some 
such apparatus in them. 


"When the materials can be obtained the follow- 


ing is a favorite method' of manufacturing hqotch: 
About a pint of sourdough Is mixed with about a 
gallon of elder, or grape juice, and tho mixture la 
left open, for several clays in a v/arm place. Thl« 
mixture becomes quite intoxicating."

. whom there is no more sound' authority, 
on eating, says: " One: of the great 
problems of the future is to effect refor- 
mation of customs and tastes to the end 
that foods shall be cultivated and uti- 
lized on the basis of caloric value per 
unit. 
Domestic management In this 


country is grossly extravagant because 
of ignorance- of the nutritional value of 
foodstuffs in their native and prepared 
states."

calorie theory has done more to cloud 
the fundamentals of nutrition than all 
other evil Influences combined."

AN FKANCISCO, .Jan.' i:!.—The 
location of one of the thirteen 
i'iinn loan banks at Berkeley 
caused universal surprise. The 
people of Berkeley themselves 
were scarcely less taken aback 
than the people of Fresno, Sac- 
ramento or Stockton, which cli- 
tics -very 
much desired and 


rather expected it 
The, fact 


that Professor Edward Elliott 
of the university is related by 


marriage to the family of President .Wilson; 
that 


Secretary and 
Mrs. M.cAdoo, on their visit here, 


were guests of the Elliott family, and that Pro- 
fessor 
Elliott is a law partner of George Lane, 


brother of the Secretary of the Interior, has been 
made to account for the location of the federal institu- 
tion at Berkeley. "But this seems to be erroneous. 
It 


is true that the McAdoos visited the Elliotts, which 
was very seemly, Mrs. McAdoo being a niece of Mrs. 
Elliott; .lint it was Secretary McAdoo, uninfluenced, 


Avho suggested the location of the J'arm loan bank in 
the college town. The secretary is of the opinion that 
the location of the institution in the heart of a strictly 
farming community was not a uecessity or even im- 
portant. He considered it to be of more moment that 
it should be located under the wing of the university, 
now making such headway with its agricultural de- 
partment, whose influences would be salutary. He re- 
quested'that Professor Elliott, to whom the proposi- 
tion, was as much a surprise as to auy, confer with 
the president of the university and others as to the 
advisability of the proposed step. The concensus was 
extremely favorable when such conferences were held, 
and the location was made. . Secretary McAdoo ex- 
pressed a desire to keep these banks,ont of politics— 
and that, by the way, was another reason why Berkeley 
seemed a proper location. But there will have to be a 
considerable force to transact the business that the 
banks are designed to do. The institutions will serve 
the .States of California, Nevada, Arizona and Utah. 
All farms on which loans are applied for will have to, 
be appraised, 'and considering the area that this ba'uk is 
to cover there will have to be a large force of experts. It 
is possible that politics will not figure in the selection 
of these, or in the choosing of a director, and if it does 
not there will be much satisfaction in connection there- 
with. 
Some newspaper articles have hardly been 


fair with Professor Elliott, who really seems to have 
had little to do with the matter. Besides being a pro- 
fessor at the university, he is a practicing attorney in 
San Francisco, an educator of eminence and an author 
of erudite books, and if he is concerned in this matter 
iu any serious way it cannot be in the woy that may be 
considered from a political standpoint. 
A City Attorney 


'.Randolph V. Whiting, to whom Mayor Rolph has 


tendered (lie city attorneyship, is an attorney of 
fairly good standing, who does a good deal in the way 
of codifying and work of that character. He was a 
deputy in the office of the District Attorney some ten 
or twelve years ago, when that office was. not a legal 
Gibraltar. It was during the time that George Collins 
was performing. ; Collins was ri..great technician, and 
made the authorities 1'or the inost part'look:like thirty 
cents when they went "after him, 'though his offending 
was rank: and palpable enough. 
Whiling had much

Metson Ousted From Park Board 


No explanation of the refusal to rcappoint W. M. 


Meison to the Park Board has appeared in the press 
here, nor has the matter been treated in an informing 
way; and yet it is a subject very much discussed 
among men who take account of the trend of things. 
Mclson was first appointed to this board by Governor 
Budd when the park control was in the State adminis- 
tration and the commissioners were State officials. 
i 


When the city's charter wns amended to place its con- 
trol with the municipal government Mayor Phelan 
supplanted him. During the Schmilz regime he Avas 
reappointed, to be displaced when Mr. Taylor sue 
ceeded to the mayoralty. On the election of McCarthy 
he was reappointed, and Mayor •.Rolph . again reap- 
pointed him four .years ago. The Mayor a'ud the'com- 
missioner have never hit off in the completest amity, 
but Metson had been so active and competent in his 
duties as commissioner that it was somewhat of an 
overt thing to displace him. It is understood that the 
overlook at this time was dne to two causes. One was 
the ujfljiehce-jof Senator Phelan, who for years has not 
been on cordial terms with Metson—between whom, 
indeed, there is something more than mere uiicbugeni- 
ality. The other consideration that accounts for the 
Mayor's action in this matter is the fact that Metson, 
Drew & McKenzie are the legal advisors of the Chamber 
of Commerce. This body is the red rag that just at 
the present time causes the Mayor to lower his head 
and charge. 
So that in making this change in the 


Park Board he was pleasing the Senator, thereby pos- 
sibly improving an opportunity to make some political 
hay, and :it the same-time easing off a grudge on his 
own account. 'Metson's interest in park affairs and 
jealousy of park interests, especially of Golden Gate 
Park, is well known* Nothing,is to be understood in 
this connection in derogation of the successor, John 
McGregor, superintendent of the Union Iron Works. 
A man who has attained such great responsibilities 
must be a man of broad vision and unusual capabil- 
ities. 
Dr. Rastall on McLaren 


Dr. Rastall, during an address on Tuesday night, 


had some interesting things to say about parks ana 
kindred subjects. He paid the most glowing tribute, 
to John McLaren, under whom San Francisco's parks 
have been improved and beautified, holding him to be 
the greatest park expert in the world. But he depre- 
cated the fact that he is not more cordially supported 
in the way of funds, and noted the lack of adequate 
parks in the southern part of the city. 
Also he 


referred to what he called "the crime of the 25-foot 
lot," upon which so many householders have built resi- 
dences and reside. 
And this brings up some more . 


park history. During a certain regime the park de- 
partment was not as great a political asset as was 
desired bjr the dominant powers. 
It did not afford 


a haven to the faithful that was as profitable and 
easy as political jobs are expected to be. The trouble 
was recognized to Me with the .superintendent. 
He 


refused to look upon park conservation and upkeep as 
important only as furnishing'jobs to henchmen. 
So 


that plans were laid to depose him. It was here that 
Commissioner Metson came forward. The then Mayor 
was mindful of the advantage of having an attorney 
of such eminence in such relation with the city govern- 
ment, 'flic Mayor was informed by the commissioner 
that if Superintendent McLaren was deposed, the com- 
missioner would go with him, and besides th"at there 
was likely to be an uprising in public sentiment that 
the municipal administration would not like to meet. 
This-'representation was successful in heading off the 
scheme to put the parks into politics. 
Water Legislation 
.The legislature has a big proposition to wrestle with 
in water. The last legislature authorized the Governor 
to -call a conference of properly qualified persons to 
consider and recommend an unified State policy with 
reference to irrigation, reclamation, water 
storage, 


flood control and drainage, with dne regard to the 
needs of water power, mining and navigation. This 
commission was composed of sixteen members, none of 
which drew pay,.though four thousand dollars were 
appropriated for their mileage, clerk hire and other 
necessary expenses. The conference has made, a report, 
embodied in 124 printed pages. It is not unanimous, 
however. There are now three commissions having to 
do with water—the. State Water Commission, the State 
Reclamation Board, and the State Conservation Com- 
mission, besides Senate and Assembly committees on 
drainage, swamp and overflowed lands and on irriga- 
tion. The majority report advises against the consoli- 
dation of the State Reclamation Board, the State 
Water Commission and the State Irrigation Board. 
TAYO members of the'conference, Roscoe Anderson of 
Redding and F. E. Woodley of Los Angeles, render 
dissenting reports as to some of the recommendations, 
notably the recommendation that all the commissions 
and boards lie continued. The water question is ono 
of the biggest California has to deal with, and the great 
interests Involved, such as'irrigation schemes and 
power enterprises, are likely to experience some jolts 
before it is settled so that they will know exactly whe.ro 
ihey are.nl. They are not likely to see their way clear 
while three or four bodies have a whack at them. Thin 


conference was called with the expectation that it 
would reduce the complexity, and seems to have done 
just the reverse. Flood control appears to be one of 
the rocks upon which there was ft split. This feature 
'principally concerns the Sacramento and San Joaquin 
valleys, and therefore does not seem so important to 
those living over the Tehachapi range. It cannot be 
expected that the Legislature at this session will take 
this subject up and thoroughly consider it so that 
a wise solution can be vouchsafed. Besides; it proposes 
the abolition of three or four commissions.

The cause of the change of plan was 
not intimated, but it is surmised that it was due to 
family objection to such strenuous undertaking as the 
exploration of strange lands on: the score of the ex- 
president's health. He is not as husky as he was, and 
several experiences have served as a warning that his 
habit of faring forth in wild countries; involving more 
or less hardships and perils, are no longer safe under- 
takings.

Weinstock, hoAvever, is claimed to be inspired, in some 
degree at least, by the fish dealing interests, Avbich lie 
has not got on with iu a Avay entire amiable. The fact 
seems to be that while the'Market Director is one of 
the most zealous and earnest of men and officials, he 
hasn't the gift of conciliation. It raises a smile, how- 
ever, when the charge is made that he docs not do 
things. For he is an official of spectacular energy, 
having been doing things every,moment since his ap- 
pointment.

Beans 


have 
increased 
enormously in price. 
The public 


has been informed that this is due to extensive, buying 
for .the. fighting armies in Europe. 
As a matter of 


fact, it is due to a market syndicate in Michigan. -The 
firm has not operated extensively in California, but 
that it has cornered the supply in the eastern markets, 
and prices here have been affected. 
Beans arc not 


expected to go higher, because they do not have to be 
preserved in cold storage. This brings up the question 
of cokl storage, which, the legislature being in session, 


, is likely to receive attention of laAvmakers. 
It is 


realized that jockeying with food products is rendered 
possible by the great storehouses that are kept at low 
temperature to conserve their contents. Products that 
formerly had to be disposed of within tame limits may 
now be kept for indefinite periods if prices are not 
satisfactory. Taxing these storage reservoirs'and their 
contents in a Avay that accumulations cannot be kept, 
inordinately it is thought Avould meet the situation. 
But of course just regulation this way would be dif- 
ficult. It is altogether likely, however^ that something 
will be done as a result of the general practice of 
getting up corners which has characterized these years 
of Avar.

'NEW POETRY 


'Amy Lowell Writes of Vers 


Libre; New Forms of To- 
day Will Be Common- 
place Ones, Tomorrow. 


. We must not forget that the new , 


. forms of today will be the common-, 


places'of tomorrow, and that the next 
generation will doubtless regard out- 
free rhythms as only one. of the many 
forms of prosody, along- with blank 
verse, and sonnets, and quatrains, and 
all the others. Why there should be 
so/much argument about them is a lit- 
tle puzzling, but let that pass. Let us 
examine for a moment 'what these 
new forma are. 
• 
' 


Briefly there are two: "'Vers Libre," 


and "Polyphonic Prose." 
The defini- 


tion of vers libre is: a, verse-form 
based upon cadence.' Now "cadence" 
is not "metre." 
A person reading 


verg libro with the laws of metrical 
verse in mind, will find himself \'ery 
much at sea, in fact utterly confused 
and 
at a-loss. 
' 
•• - 


-To understand verg libre, one must 


abandon all desire to find ijn- it the 
even rhythm of metrical feet. 
One 


must allow the lines to flow as they 
will when read aloud by an intelligent 
reader. 
Then -new rhythms will be- 


-come evident—satisfying and delight- 
ful. 
For this poetry definitely harks 


back to the old oral tradition; it is 
written to be spoken. 
For we be- 


lieve that poetry is a spoken, not 
written art. 


'The second characteristic modern 
form and the only one really deserving 
the epithet 
"new," 
is 
"polyphonic 


prose." 


"Polyphonic prose" is perhaps 
a 


^misleading title, as it tends to make 
the' layman .thinlc that this is a prose 
form. Nothing could be farther from 
the-truth. 
The word "prose" in its 


title simply refers to the manner !n 
which the words are printed; "Poly- 
phonic"— many-voiced — giving the 
rear! key. 
"Polyphonic prose" is the 


freest, the most elastic of all forms,, 
for it follows" at will any, and all, of 
the 
rules which guide other 'forms. . 


Metrical 
verso has 
one set "of laws, 


cadenced verse another; "polyphonic 


-prose" can go from one to the other 


in tho same poem with no sense of 
incongruity; Its only .law is the taste 
and feeling of its author. 


With no fixed law except taste, 


•with no tape-measure of feet or ca- ' 
dence to act as -guide, a heavy re~ 
sponsibility is laid upon the poet. He 
has nothing with which to gauge hia 
success but his ear. 
For^ this .reason, 


"polyphonic prose" is one of the most 
difficult forms to write that can-well 
be conceived. 


Now, not only may the poet use 


metre or cadence, he may, nay he. 
must, employ rhyme. But not always, 
and, for thet most part, not regularly. 
In other words, the rhymes should 
seldom come at the ends of the ca- 
dences, unless such an effect be es- 
pecially desired. 


We see, therefore, that metre, ca- 


dence and rhyme are some of the 


. many "voices" 
employed - in "poly- 


phonic prose." 
Others are asson- 


ance, alHtejation arid .return. Return 
in this form Is usually achieved by'a 
recurrence of a dominant thought or 
imago, coming in Irregularly and in 
varying words. 


Parodists of "polyphonic prose"' In-., 


variably fall by too great stress laid 
on these voices. If they rhyme, they 
rhyme too constantly and too regular- 
ly; if they use metre, they go from 
it to cadence in a heavy and clumsy 
manner, so that the chance is obvious 
a.nd unpleasant. 
The fact is that . 


charm in "polyphonic prose" is , en- 
tirely 
a 
question of shading.- One 


type of verse fades imperceptibly Into 
another, and so closely should this 
follow the emotion of the poem that 
one is conscious of no distinct changes, 
merely realizing -with a flattered and 
satisfied ear tho suitability of 
the 


manner to the feeling. 


It cannot 
be too firmly 
insisted 


upon, too strongly urged, that poetry 
is a spoken art 
A "polyphonic prose" 


poem read aloud seldom fails to jus-' 
tify its method to its auditors.—Amy

Why do mother-birds go to. the 


trouble of brooding over their eggs, 
and if eggs don't hatch unless they 
are kept "warm, where did the first 
bird come from? This Is an old-time 
puzzle. 
Professor Holmes' answer is 


that the first bird was not a bird but 
a reptile. This ancestral reptile came 
up out of the eea to live on the land. 
Those which acquired the habit of 
guarding their eggs had more de- 
scendants than those which did no't 
As the cold-blooded reptiles in time 
changed into warm-blooded creatures, 
the habit of lying near or over the 
eggs' while ' guarding them 
helped 


along the process of hatching, until 
finally warm-blooded birds developed 
which must brood over their eggs if 
their owji kind was to continue. 


The development of parental care 


was a long, slow process. 
The low- 


est creatures multiply by just split- 
ting In two—but even in that there 
in a beginning of altruism and egoism. 
Among tho lower invertebrates, tho 
young are left to shift for themselycs 
from the first 
There is an Interest- 


ing crustacean, 
AmPhithoe, 
which 


carrje.s her eggs, and her young for 
a few days after they hatch out, in 
a brood-pouch under her body. When 
agile enough, the young creep out 
and swiri away, 
and 
this 
mother 


manifests her 'fondness for her chilV 
dren only by devouring them if she 
has a chance, 
FIRST SIGNS OP 
PARENTAL CARE. 


But family life Is impossible on a 


basis of purely egoistic behavior, and 
all altruism grows ouC' from the be- 
ginnings of parental care. * The first 
manifestation of parental care is the 
instincts for finding proper surround- 
ings for the eggs-—instinct found In 
creatures which will never see their 
young and could not recognize their 
own offspring. 
The botfly lays Its 


eggs in the hair of the living horse 
or 
cow. 
Among certain 
solitary 


wasps, the mother wasp digs a hole, 
catches a particular species of insect 
or spider, and deposits an egg in the 
body of the victim, thereby paralyz- 
ing it so that it cannot crawl away 
but 
must 
remain 
entombed 
alive 


where the wasp has buried It 
So. 


when the wasp's egg hatches, her 
offspring will have living, nndecayed 
fresh meat on which to food. 


The female scorpion displays in- 


terest in her young, ,'for..sh,e tears 
away tho OFS'membranes to help tho 
young- escape, and 
then the' tiny 


scorpions mount on their mother's 
back. 
She then remains for several 


days in her nest. 


The male obstetrical toad of Eu- 


rope carries the eggs of his mate 


coiled in strings about his hind lega 
until the young are i^ady to hatch. 
The running spider, Lycosa, carries 
her cocoon about with her, and when 
the spiderlings hatch out they cling 
in a squirming mass to her body. 
SNAKES SJAKE 
CARELESS PARENTS. 


The alligators guard tho spot in 


-th^ sand where they h/ive buried 
their eggs. 
The pythons coil about 


their eggs and help them to incu- 
bate. 
It is seldom, howeevr, that 


snakes show any such solicitude for 
their eggs, and active cara for their 
young is Practically absen£ among 
reptiles. 


The father is the defender of the 


family .among the dogfish and the 
sticklebacks. 
The male fish builds 


the nest remains in it or near it to 
drive intruders away, and for sev- 
eral weeks after 'the eggs hatch out, 
swims about 
with 
the 
young fish 


valiantly defending these small fry. 


Most insects are indifferent to their 


young, but certain of the solitary ants 
and solitary bees leave an ample pro- 
vision of food with their eggs so that " 
the young may be fed- 
It is a na't- 


ural development from this beginning 
to the habit of continuing to bring 
food and of caring for ' the young 
larvae. 
Societie^ grow out from the 


family. 
The typical Insect commu- 


nity is an enormous family with but 
a single mother. 


.The higher -the scale of life, the 


fewer the offspring and the greater 
and 
longer 
the 
care 
the 
young 


receive. 
So develop sympathy,, af- 


fection and the emotions of family 
life. 


The lower birds ".build only crude 


nests and hatch many young, which, 
are active early in life, but a large 
proportion of- the young die. Among 
the higher song-birds, however, few 
eggs are laid, but these are in a well- 
prepared nest. The young are help- 
less, and so are fed, kept clean, care- 
fully guarded and educated.

derness little short of human, driving 
a\v.

washing 
a young one's face in a 


stream, monkey mothers dying of

With the doctrine of evolution uni- 


versally accepted by scientific men, a 
particularly 
active 
endeavor 
now- 


adays is to trace the process pf. evo- 
lution of particular instincts and of 
particular mental faculties. 
There 


hag been great "interest for this rea- 
son, in the study of "tropisms"—-the 
search for mechanical and ch-mical 
explanations, of - instinctive actions. 
Jacques Loeb, formerly professor of 
physiology in the University of Cali- 
fornia and now of the Rockefeller 
'Foundation for .Medical Research,' has 
done pioneer work in explaining va- 
rious actions of living creatures as 
due to reflex irritability. 
The moth 


flies round and round 
the 
candle 


flame because It cannot do anything 
else, tho. light so affecting the crea- 
ture's tissues aa to necessitate this 
concentric flight. Professor Holmes 


. has pointed out how the sand-hopper 


must hop toward 
the 
light, 
even 


though the consequent heat causes 
its death. 
INTELLIGENCE 
AT ITS''DAWNING. 


Explanations, of the tropisms of 


the lower creatures is made more 
difficult by the fact that behavior 
mayibe extremely varied even with- 
out the slightest evidence of intelli- 
gence. 
If a foreign body is placed 


on. the disk of the sea anemone, the 


. tentacles near the^object collapse and 


the area between them extends, and 
a relatively smooth surface . is pre- 
sented, so. that the waves can readily 
wash the object away. If the foreign 
body remains, the region under it be- 
gins to swell. If this fails, then the 
edge of the disk begins to sink, so 
that a smooth 
sloping 
surface 
la 


formed from which the object can 
readily slip. 
Thus the organism can, 


react in many different ways to the 
same stimulus, what particular action 


is involved depending upon previous 
stimulation. Yet a sea anemone can- 
not learn by experience,. 


Many lower 'creatures, however, 


show the beginnings of intelligence 
in that they can learn by experience. 
Out of purely instinctive behavior has 
grown a power of associative mem- 
ory—though there is little- ground for 
believing, thinks Professor Holmes, 
that animals have "general ideas or 
the power, of deliberate reasoning. 
They do have, however, ideas of a 
simple sort and a certain power of 
inference. A crayfish can be taught 
One crayfish was put in a box divid- 
ed by a partition. If it went to the 
right it was stopped eventually by a 
glass plate. If it went to the left it 
found an open passage to tank of 
water. 
In the first ten trials the.^. 


- crayfish took the wrong road as often 


as the correct one. 
In the next ten 


trials, the percentage of correct choice 
Increased. Finally, the crayfish came . 
to know the correct path to the open 
tank, so that It rarely made a mis- 
take. Similar experiments have shown 
that 
crabs, 
fishes and frogs can 


slowly learn. 
CURIOUS WAYS OP 
"PLAYINGN 'POSSUM.". 


The curious ways in which certain . 


creatures feign death 
has aroused 


much interest. There is a caterpillar 
of one of the geometrid moths which 
clings by one end to a- twig in such 
a way that it looks exactly like a fork 
of the twig. 
Many insects on being 


touched will feign dekth. 
Certain 


crayfishes, 
frogs, 
lizards, 
snakes, 


birds and mammals by manipulation 
may be put into a sort of hypnotic 
state. In large part these feignings 
of death are not an intelligent in- 
tention, but automatic, and the re- 
sult of a contact-shock. 
The young 


terns have a strong instinct for feign- 
ing death. 
For a short time after 


being hatched, they betray no fear 
of man. 
By the time they have ac- 


quired a second coat of feathers, they 
-will hide in tho grass when a man 
approaches,, lying 
there 
perfectly 


quiet 
One may pull them about 


stretch out their legs, necks or wings 
and they will remain as limp and 
motionless as if really dead. 
They 


•will even suffer wing or tail feathers 
to be plucked out one by one without 
wincing. 
But suddenly the bird be- 


gins to scream and kick and struggle 
to escape, and never, apparently, will 
tills bird feign death a second time. 
"Playing 'Possum" Is .proverbial, and 
foxes will pretend to be dead and 
o_pen their eyes surreptitiously to see 
if It is safe to. scamper off. .In the 
.birds-and the mammals such feigning 
.of death involves a more or less de- 
.liberate Intention to profit by decep- 
tion, though.it is probably not a re- 
sult of conscious reflection, but based 
on instinct. 


After describing his experiences in 


educating a monkey, "Lizzie," Pro- 
fessor Holmes declares that the an- 
swer to the question whether Lizzie 
could reason 'would depend on how 
reason is to be defined. 
He thinks 


her behavior evinced a closer ap- 
proach to rational type than does the 
mere 'process' of simple perception. 
However, he warns against ovcresU- 


- mating the value of the power to rea- 


son. 
If a fox had greater power of 


.inferential thinking but less alertness, 
curiosity, suspicion and quickness of 
perception, he might fall a victim to 
the Jiunter while his mind was em- 
.ployed on some other subject than 
his own protection.

IJyery cell of the millions which con- 
stitute a .human body is In a sense a 
little organism carrying on the busi-

Uown peculiar type of behavior. Study 


of the behavior of the Individual cell 
is helping toward understanding ot 
tho vastly complex creatures built up 
out of the assemblage' of cells.

striking example of cell-behavior is 
furnished by the white blood corpus- 
cles, which live a primarily altruistic

life, going about in the blood, de- 
stroying bacteria and harmful sub- 
stances. Even when their indiscrimi- 
nate appetite is harmful to them- 
selves, they are unmindful -of their 
individual welfare, and . destined for 
sacrifice after a life of service. 


Something akin to social co-opera- 


tion is illustrated by the fact that if 
living sponges or hydroids are cut 
into 
minute 
pieces 
and 
pressed 


through bolting cloth so as to reduce 
them to masses 
of 
isolated 
cells, 


these cells will begin to come togeth- 
er und from aggregations which sub- 
sequently will differentiate into the 
form of the species from which the 
fragments were taken. That. Is, they 
gather together Into an organism in 
which each does its part, to the mu- 
tual advantage of all. 


The Profoundly Important role of 


sex in evolution is pointed out by 
Professor Holmes. 
It is because of 


the needs of sex that the drone bee 
has larger eyes than the female, and 
the male mosquito a better hearing 
apparatus than the female. 
In cases 


of degeneration and' parasitism, the 
female usually degenerates far more 
than the male. 
Thus in the scale 


bugs the females lose their wings, 
while the males remain active and 
graceful winged insects, because of 
the race' necessity that, they should 
find the female. 


The processes of wooing and mat- 


ing have. been responsbile for the 
sharpening of the senses, the devel- 
opment of strength and acuteness and 
the evolution of the higher qualities: 
of mind. 
Tho vocal apparatus, for 


instance, has as its primal purpose ' 
the sex call. Later came the devel- 
opment of 'the voice as a means of 
protecting and fostering the young, 
and then the development of speech 
for social communication—and from 
that the whole development in intelli- 
gent human society.

None the less there is some* 
tiling, to bo said for the eighteen-year- 
old girl who has been dismissed from the 
College of the Pacific'Tor a series of 
thefts extending over several 
months.

She found employment as a maid during 
her vacations, and "in other ways she 
gained the necessary money to pay'her 
school fees.

apply to the best seed houses only and 
be willing to pay a fair price. 
Next 


to the vitality or power of the seed 
to reproduce itself the soil is the im- 
portant matter. 
It should be light 


moderately rich and pervous to mois- 
ture, and whether the seeds are to be 
raised in a frame, in the open ground 
or in a flat indoors tho. preparation 
of the soil and the treatment of the 
seeds are in the main identical. 


"The prepared soil for the seed beds 


need not be deeper than five inches

and- for greater efficiency In government, 
which, has led the people of Alameda 
county to propose H. proposition of fed- 
eration of-a city and couijtv government, 
has forced other districts of the state to 
similar efforts.

The federation plan proposed for Ala- 
meda county and Ita municipalities, pro- 
viding as it does for centralization of afl- 
mlnlstratlon and preserving the Identity 
of a local autonomy of each of the mu- 
nicipalities. Is receiving hlffli commenda- 
tion from the civic, bodies of these other 
communities and it Is probablo that Its 
provisions will be incorporated in their 
consolidation plans.

County Consolidation 
Commission of Lou Anyeles has been 
Instructed by tha mayor and council of 
thai city to v?ork. out a satisfactory plan 
for amalgamation of the Los Angeles 
City and County governments. 
The commission has recently filed a 
report wlilch has been approved by the 


Council, in which It outlines the terri- 
tory proposed to be included and men- 
tions the features of common Interest 
which would best be UaricUecl under con- 
solidation plan.

as Inducements by tho playgrounds. 


One idea which is pretty generally en- 
tertained by the citizens of any city is 
that a playground, from the very name of 
It, is for tho children solely, but here Is a 
great error, for the playgrounds have as 
many, if not more, activities for the adults 
as for the younger members of the fam- 
ily. And, too often, it is the older mem- 
bers of the families who need the fresh 
air and the sunshine more than the chil- 
dren, the latter getting a great deal more 
sunshine In their ordinary daily activities 
than, the i^irents and other adult mem- 
bers of the families, who too often aro so 
absorbed with their duties of earning 
their doily bread that they forget all 
about the health of their bodies, and suf- 
fer them to be maltreated In a way that 
one would bo arrested for treating a 
horse. It Is for this class that the play- 
grounds and tho activities thereof are 
mainly designed and tho more good they 
can do for tho individual who really needs 
it the more successful its work In tbto.

ped and who use weapons of the sort 
that were used a hundred years 'ago; 
There are but.few people in the United 
States who realize that China has a 
standing- army of 360,00,0 trained'and 
thoroughly' equipped soldiers. This is 
just eighteen times larger than the 
standing army of the United States at 
the present time. .

The Chinese Republic has a popula- 


tion of more than 400,000,000 people. 
Fully half of them are tit for military 
service, and fully half of. them 
are 


physically able to-bear'arms, and they 
would undoubtedly make the most 
magnificent army the world has cyer 
seen, or ever imgained, if they were 
ever aroused'to the point 
of actual 


fighting. It is a very difficult matter, 
however, 
to convince the ordinary 


Chinese that there is any particular 
use for fighting. He doesn't see any 
reason why fighting should be neces- 
sary and he doesn't care to fight.' 


The standing army of China today, 


and in fact»throughout the"future, so 
far as it can be guessed, will be for 
three' specific purposes. First, that of 
guarding the person of the president 
of-China, which is about the most im- 
portant function of a soldier in China. 
Second, that of affording protection, 
not so much to the Chinese people, 
who are perfectly able :to take care of 
them.selvea, bntr to the great colonies 


of white people within the Chinese 
Empire; and, third, that of general po- 
lice work.

California. The discoverer Is Dr. M. 
Takeoka of 1954 Bush street, a stu- 
dent' in the department of pathology 
and .bacteriology of the university of 
which Professor. Gay is the head. 


The news, which 
on the 
surface 


would appear to be a real medlcai tri- 
umph, is being given out only after 
repeated experiments on guinea pigs, 
have convinced Dr. Takeok.i and his 
associates that there is merit in his 
cure, and .that It has progressed fur 
enough' and accomplished such won- 
derful results as to justify its use upon 
a human being. This .demonstration, 
the injection of the serum into a titber- 
ciulpsis patient, is tq be made within 
the next few days at the University of 
California Hospital. 


Although in- thus giving 
to the 


world what he believes will be a cure 
for consumption, Dr. Takeoka Is ex- 
tremely modest, and he will not as yet 
claim for his remedy, more than a cure 
for those recently 'afflicted. Moreover, 
the serum used in the . euro is not a 
secret, and Dr. Takeoka freely ex- 
plains that his triumph' is the result 
of good fortune and continued experi- 
menting- rather, than the discovery of 
something new to the medlcalprofes- 
sion.

Dr. Takeoga Is a graduate of a med- 


ical college of Toklo of the class of 
1S94. His study of tuberculosis was

teen years, and last July I was satis- 
nad that I had found the right sub- 
stance. I perfected my experiments 
and now I can report that I have never 
had a failure with a guinea pig since 
using- the bile. Of course, I have'not 
tried chronic cases. I hrfve had severe 
cases where the 
subject 
Inoculated 


with tuberculosis bacilli has immedi- 
ately become very ill and likely soon 
to die with the malady. In each caao 
the serum has dono the work. I havo 
taken my serum from abalone meat. I 
only obtain a half a gram from be- 
tween one and two 
pounds of 
the 


meat and T require 20 to 25 grams per 
treatment. I might sny that this com- 
pound is not unknown to the medical 
profession. If Is known as Taurin, and 
can iilso-bo obtained from the gore of 
an ox or a bull. Of 'course, it IH very 
exppnsivn, and If we can produce it 
chemically, it will mean a great sav- 
ing. Professor Gay, under whoso di- 
rection I havo been working, Intends 
to make an experiment'with my serum 
almost Immediately. '• I am preparing a 
paper to be published for the benefit 
of the modicnl profession. I desire to 
tfivt> freely of the knowledge r'lmve 
obtained to the medlca' profession for 
the1 benefit of sufferers all over the 
world." 


Dr. Takeoka has remained so closely 


•with hl?0itudlea that for seven years 
he has not paid rx visit to his wife and 
children In Japan.

THE SPECULATOR AGAIN. 


Hfr. David Lubin of California has just forward- 


ed to this country an illuminating paper winch he 
has written concerning the proposal for an Interna- 
tional -Commerce Commission. Mr. Lubin is the 
United States delegate to the International Insti- 
tute of Agriculture, which has its headquarters in 
Borne, Italy, and this paper has been prepared after 
a somewhat extended discussion with English of- 


' 'ficials of the agricultural department of the govern- 


- ment, the Board of Trade and with British ship- 


operating interests on the subject of international 
commerce regulation. 


Specifically Mr. Lubin placed before representa- 


tives of the leading English steamship lines the 


' proposition that ocean carriage is a public utility 


and should be under public control. 
Upon the 


recognition of this doctrine depends the success of 
the scheme for an International Commerce Commis- 
sion. This subject was brought up for discussion 


, conformably to a resolution adopted by Congress 


in September, 1914, instructing the American dele- 
gate, Mr. Lubin, to request the general assembly of 
the International Institute of Agriculture to invite 
the adhering governments to participate in an in- 
ternational conference on the subject of steadying 
•the. world price of staples. It has been planned to 
~hold this conference in Rome during the present 
*. year. Representatives of thirteen of tlie principal 
' companies operating merchant shipping lines held 


•-; n conference with Mr. Lubin in London last Octobeu.

«: with these ideas to expound: "Concentrate the 


T, business of ocean carriage in the hands of shipping 
... rings and wKat have wo .got? We have got a

'j International, this pressure can be exerted not 
* merely over one country, but from every country, 
n .We talk of freedom of the seas, but if that means 


«• freedom from the restraint of law, then such free- 
* dom may mean the enslavement of the peopMe. Every 


*" vessel that plies the seas as a carrier of passengers 
^ or carrier of merchandise should be bounties rigor- 
- ously as the railways are under the Interstate Com- 


• merce Commission. Tho carrier should not'have 


'• the right to operate ufader the laws of commerce, 


-tinder unrestricted competition; nor should he be 
' permitted the right of .operating under uncontrolled 
' shipping rings. Unfixed rates for 'the. ocean car- 
•- riage of staples, rates that vary from 'day to day 


and from hour to hour, bring "into play fuctors 
which dislocate the equities in the world of com- 


. merce and industry, and consequently form a deep- 


rooted cause for economic injury the world over.'5

ACCUSING THE BABES. 


'Advocates of birth control, the lobbyist at Sac- 


ramento working for a birth regulation law, and 
the disciples of Mrs. Margaret Sanger in, general, 
will doubtless find much satisfaction in the latest 
statement of tho cause of the European war. It 
is made by Dr. Sprague of the Massachusetts Agri- 
cultural College. 
Says this reckless teacher of 


farming, "The barbaiMc birth-rate of Germany was 
the cause of the war of nations." 


Now, the causes of the war have been examined 


quite thoroughly and frequently and it is impossi- 
ble not to credit Germany wilh n large share of the 
blame for it, just as it is difficult to give- anj na- 
tion n clean bill of exemption. But surely we are 
not called upon to place the responsibility upon 
the babes of the world. 


Dr. Sprague's implication is that many babies 


induce belligerence and that the hope for universal 
peace is to ^be found in a reduction of the birth 
rate. He characterizes' such a birth rate as that 
shawn in Germany as "barbaric." 
The Boston 


Transcript has reviewed the figures on birth and 
death rates in foreign countries, so wo cannot do 
better 
than 
to 
quote from that newspaper's 


editorial page: 


"In 1910, a fair, average year, the German birrh 


rate was 31.1 to the thousand. But the death rate 
was 17.2, so that the net increase from that source 
was 13.9. In England and Wales the birth rate 
was Jowor, being only 25.1, but the death rate was 
also lower, being only 13.5, and thus the net-in- 
crease of population was 11.6,»as compared with 
13.9 in Germany. 
The difference between the two 


is scarcely great enough. to be considered 'bar- 
baric.' In Austria the birth rate wa.s 20.7 and 
the death rate only 1Q.4, showing a net increase of 
16.3, or much more than Germany's. 
Moreover, 


if the German birth rate of 31.1 is 'barbaric,' what 
arc we to say of Spain's, which is 38.1, of Italy's 
32.9, ofyHungary's 35.7, of Rumania's 39.8, of Ser- 
bia's 38.7, and of Bulgaria's 40.6? Some of these, 
of course, have higher death rates than Germany 
and lower net increases, but not all. Thus, while 
Germany has a net increase of 13.0 and England of 
ll.G, Bulgaria has one of ,14, Rumania of 14.6, Italy 
of 13.3, and Holland of 15. It is interesting, by 
the way, to observe that Holland, which has lately 
been much exploited as the land in which 'birth 
control' is most practiced and is most justified by 
results, has a higher birth rate than most Euro- 
pean countries, 28.G, and probably the highest ratio 
of increase of all." 


^ Thus it appears lYoin the actual statistics that 
either barbarism in babies in Europe is general, or 
else Dr. Sprague has given utterance to a silly 
phrase! This agriculturalist would, of course, hold 
.that density of population, resulting from high 
birth rate, leads naturally to war. Let us examine 
also tliis condition.' In Germany before the war 
the population per square mile was 290.4; in France 
1S9.5; in England, 
405.G; in Belgium, 589. In 


Massachusetts, the population is 373 per square 
mile, so if the theory of Dr. SpraRiie was correct, 
the State which boasts Ms deductive genius would 
be on the verge of a terrible war.

Coal tar! What does that word 


suggest to you? The chances are that 
thj6 first thing you picture to yourself 
is the smoky, smelly tank of melted 
tar used In street repairing. 
Give 


J'our imagination free rein and, now- 
adays at least, you can- conjure up all 
kinds of reds, and blues, and greens, 
and sigh as you reflect how the 
sca'rclty of dyes has affected the high 
cost of living! A third idea may sug- 
gest itself—that of poison, a. dread- 
ful, deadly poison, something foul and 
mysterious, something to shun and 
avoid. True, cooj tar is, as a reoen; 
writer has stated, a "black evil-smell- 
ing liquid," and, as everybody knows 
it is the raw material from which 
dyes are derived. 


A lump of coal appears to be solid, 


but in reality it consists, of only one- 
half to two-tllirda of solid matter. The 
other half or-third is liquid and gag 
and can be boiled out ot the ooal jusl 
aa water can, be boiled out of molasses 
Of course, a much higher temperature 
is required, and this makes it neces- 
sary for the process to be carried out 
in a closer retort In order to exclude 
air and thus prevent burning the dis- 
tillate. 


The destructive distillation of coal, 
as the procoss is called, was originally 
carried out for the single purpose of 
manufacturing illuminating gas. The 
coal tar.which condensed and accu- 
mulated in the mains and scrubbers of 
gas works waa a source of trouble and 
expense until Perkin, an English chem- 
ist, in 1S5G, discovered that cool tar 
could be used aa a source of raw 
material for making mauve, a delicate 
purple dye for silk. The first coal tar 
dye factory was built in England, but 
the Germans, quick to see tho vast 
possibilities of such an enterprise, soon 
took up the matter, and it is to them 
that we owe the wonderful story of 
the' development of the coal-tar In- 
dustry, a story which In accomplish- 
ment of the impossible rivals the fairy 
tales of childhood. 


More recently a second and greater 


Bourca of, coal tar hag been developed. 
When the growth of the iron and steel 
industry made it evident that the sup- 
ply of charcoal necessary for the re- 
covery of pig iron from iron ore in 
the blast furnace waa limited, a sub- 
stitute was found in coke, the solid 
residue from the destructive distilla- 
tion of coal. 
Condensation of tha 


liquid products given oft in the coking 
process yields coal tar. Leading the 
world as tho United States docs in tho 
manufacture of iron and Steel, it 
should follow logically that we would 
lead in the manufacture of coal tar 
and coal-tar products. 
But such is 


far from the truth. Until within tho 
last few years practically all the met- 
allurgical coke .manufactured In our 
gr«»nt steeJ centers was mude in thu 
wasteful 
bee-hive 
oven, 
a 
device 


which allowed all the valuable gn.y 
find coal'tar to go to the four winds 
and become-a. nuisance instead of a 
useful economic asset. In the nineties 
the Ilrst by-product coke ovens, a typo 
of oven which saves the coal tar given 
off in the distillation, wero installed 
In this country. Since that time the 
number has but slowly increased. The 
rosult lias been a shameful and neod- 
.ess waste of nature's stores that 
should be a cause of humiliation to 
any country. 
Of the 69,000,000 tons 


of coal coked in the united States in 
1913, 52,000,000 tons wore coked in 
see-hive ovens and everything but tho 
coke wasted; while only 17,000,000 
tons, less than a quarter of tho total 
amount, wns .coked in by-product 
ovens, and the graa-ammonla ivnd con] 
tar naved. Tho value oC tho coal tar 
that has been ruthlessly wasted in this 
country wortld be. ample to build n 


hayp been many contributory oause«, 
but it -has been largely due to tho 
shortsightedness of our people and - 
government in not recognizing tha 
vital importance of the coal-tar in- 
dustry and encouraging and fostering 
it until it is able to take care of itself. 


The present European war haa been

': The letter answers one previously ad- 
flressed to Noylan by TJougla* Tilden, the 
Oakland sculptor. Hull had 
previously 
argued the retention- at Berkeley of the 
Wind department and was answered by 
Tiiden. 
To the latter Hull now makes 
reply as .follows: 


BITTER FEEUINQ CHARGED. 
'The bitter feeling displayed in thia 
letter towards.the blind 
has 
surprised 
us greatly. Not only does the author fail 
to meet any of my arguments, but, in my 
Judgment, ha has hot even offered any 
constructive suggestions for the-better- 
-nient of. the condition of the deaf. That 
1 Uie blind were always merely an inci- 
dent," we concede. It Is inevitable that 
whenever the deaf and the blind are edu- 
cated In t^ie same school under one man- 
agement, one class will suffer at the ex- 
jponso of the other. 
• "But wa do not, however, agree 57lth 
the assertion that "the main question Is 
Does the present school bclgng to the 
deaf or to the blind?' 
On the contrary, 
it seems to us jiioro logical to say t^iat 
the present school belongs to the State 
of California. 
"The main question is, as wo see It: 
Should the deaf and tho bilnd be edu- 
cated Ip separate Institutions, and if so, 
•svhlch localities arc best adapted to their 
respective needs? 


DESERVE EFFICIENCY. 
"Undoubtedly, the deaf, like tho blind, 
deserve an excellent InstituUon, We <are 
convinced that the taxpayers desire that 
both classes should have the beat that 
the State can affonj.

This letter was written following sev- 
eral conferences between IT* M. Smith 
and the representatives o£ the various 
harbor committees having oversight of 
the leasing of city property irialde the 
western waterfront under the policy 
approved by a. vote of the people of 
Oakland last August 


Mr, Smith, in his letter, accepts cer- 
tain suggestions offered and shows'a 
disposition to meet the views of the 
various committees in certain import- 
ant details,

At a meeting of the executive, lease 
and legislative committees of the citi- 
zens' committee for outer harbor de- 
velopment, hold Friday evening, John 
W. Phillips, chairman of tho commit- 
tee of fifty, and £•. H, Pendleton, 
chairman of tho lease, committee, re- 
ported that in conferences held with 
Mrt Smith an agreement had been 
reached as to certain definite pro- 
visions safeguarding the Deity's', inter- 
ests to be included : in the .proposed 
lease.

Special attention was called to the 
fact that the charter amendment* does 
not permit the leasing of any portion 
of the city'a watertrpnt,. but only of 
the lands lying- back of the waterr'ront, 
and that tho waterfront itself, 'includ- 
ing a 200-foot embarcadero back of it, 
and the docks and wharves to b« con- 
structed .by the lessee, remain under 
full possession, and control of the city, 
which will collect and retain all dock- 
age, tolls and other revenue there- 
from.

Coaching for fifty 
m«n came to JS6 a man, arid personal 
equipment for thirty-two men hit $47 a 
head. Medical service of fifty men was 
$8 each. 


Dr. A. D. Browne, head of the O. A. C. 
athletic department, decided some years 
ago that the college that pays him his 
annual salary waa getting far under the 
average In cost of football and he con- 
ducted a questioning of important uni- 
versities, discovering that they were pay- 
ing an average of $10 a man more than 
the Aggies. 
Cheapness Is a matter of compulsion 
with Oregon Agricultural, however, for 
tne books closed on the 1916 season show 
a deficit of Jl,222.40 on the homo field, 
and n. surplus of only 52,247.19 on for- 
eign grounds. 
Next year expenses are to be cut still 
more, for O. A. C. isn't like most colleges. 
It admits it wants to make a little cash 
out ot tho exploitation of its football 
teams, and likes to derive the benefit that 
comso from advertising.

This story has to do with baseball ot 
the long ago. It was when Tip O'Neill,

Included in tho list of Tip's play- 
ers were Joe Cantillon, now manager of 
tho Mlnnneapolls club, anil Peck Shary. 
"I tell you what, we had hard times 
then." says O'N-eill.
